On the eve of the Bicenten- 
nial election campaign, the is- 
sue that arouses the strongest 
passions and most intense’ inte- 
rest seems to be: who killed 


JFK? The Saturday Evening 
Post, of all places, employer of 
the Watergate waif Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower, has even offered a 
quarter million to anyone sup- 
plying information leading to the 
conviction of President Ken- 
nedy’s murderers. This obses- 
sion with the past is prompted 
by discontent with the present, 
but the discontent is diffuse. The 
roots of current miseries are not 
generally grasped; it is almost a 
mystery why America has fallen 
from grace so quickly and unce- 
remoniously. National leaders 
suggest that the culprits might 
be New York City, the Cambo- 
dian navy and food-stamp chis- 
elers. Against this background 
Squeaky Fromme’s assessment 
of President Ford as a “dead- 
head” may be the most trench- 
ant criticism yet to surface. 
Americans want to know how 
they have arrived at the point 
where presidential assassins 
make more sense than the Presi- 
dent. . 

John F. Kennedy’s murder 12 
years ago marked the beginning 
of the contemporary epoch; it 
was the great divide. Prior to 
Dealey Plaza there was merely 
the lunacy of cold war nuclear 
brinksmanship. After Ken- 
nedy’s death it was much worse: 
more assassinations, Vietnam 
and the San Clemente gremlin. 
Right now hardly anyone but the 
naive, the simple-minded and 
the Republicans believes the 
Warren Commission’s conclu- 
sion that Lee Harvey Oswald, 
acting on his own, killed the Pre- 
sident because he was lonely. 
Who killed Kennedy is the mys- 
tery within the great national 
mystery.

magazine and a producer for 
WNET-TV in New York, reca- 
pitulates virtually all of the ex- 
tant evidence indicating a con- 
spiracy. Of the many volumes 
now inundating the bookstores, 
Anson’s is the most comprehen- 
sive, professional and credible. It 
stands in sharp contrast to books 
like Appointment. in Dallas by 
Hugh MacDonald, which pur- 
ports to be about the author’s 
talk several years ago with one of 
JFK’s assassins. To buttress his 
case, MacDonald offers readers 
pictures of his own diplomas and 
police certificates. The real mys- 
tery about Appointment in Dal- 
las is why a respectable LA po- 
liceman waited for a publisher’s 
check before telling about his al- 
leged discovery. MacDonald, un- 
fortunately, cannot locate his 
catch today; undoubtedly the 
killer Has wandered into the Ber- 
muda triangle. 


Anson will have none of this 
National Enquirer tone. 
“They've Killed the President!” 
is high-class police reporting, a 
workmanlike compendium of of- 
ficial. discrepancies. Anson has 
assimilated all of the tomes on 
the subject, sifted for reason- 
able leads and reiterated the pro- 
conspiracy arguments in 
straightforward prose. Even Jim- 
my Hoffa creeps into a corner of 
the book. Hoffa’s ultimate rise. to 
power, it seems, was assured 
when he gained a base in Chica- 
go. In 1939 the head of the Chi- 
cago Scrap Iron and Junk Hand- 
lers Union was shot to death in 
union headquarters. He was 
eventually replaced by, mobster 
Paul Dorfman, who traded his 
connections to Chicago’s under- 
world to Hoffa for control over 
the vast Central Conference 
Teamster Pension Fund, which 
became a source of “loans’”’ for 
the Syndicate. It turns out that 
one of the two men present at the 
murder of the Junk Handlers 
Union president happened to be 
Jack Ruby. This same Jack Ru- 
by, all-around errand boy for the 
Syndicate, was also a paid FBI 
informer. According to the FBI 
man who recruited him, Ruby 
“might have knowledge of the 
criminal element in Dallas.”’ 
Well, the coincidences, such as 
they are, don’t stop there. An- 
son himself believes that the key 
to understanding the assassina- 
tion is “the melding together of 
American intelligence and :or- 
ganized crime.” This is ‘an area 
that will certainly be plumbed 
by investigators in the future. 


Despite his meticulous mar- 
shalling of detail; Anson is not- 
iceably weak in his analysis of 
history. He claims that the ‘ob- 
session with Cuba in the 1960s 
might have been due to “the ro- 
mance of the island.’’ He writes, 
“Today it seems incredible that 
so small an island, so removed 
from day-to-day concern, so pre- 
posterously irrelevent, could 
have been the trigger that nearly 
loosed the holocaust. Only Cuba 
could.” With minor changes, 
this might sound like the lib- 
eral’s quagmire theory about US 
involvement in Vietnam: we 
were captivated into a swamp. 
Although Anson mentions Cas- 
tro’s expropriation of the Syndi- 
cate, he neglects to add that bil- 
lions in investments from legit- 
imate corporations like ITT were 
also nationalized. Anson substi- 
tutes a mystical explanation for 
the long history of US business 
domination over Cuba. 

He is also hesitant to see the 
clandestine network he uncov- 
ers as part of any ruling class po- 
litical pattern geared to larger 
goals. Anson platitudinously 
says that if tHe truth is ever 
known Americans’ faith in pol- 
itical institutions will either be 
restored or shattered. He calls 
for the kind of CIA that Harry 
Truman envisioned. Is this an- 
other plug for nostalgia? Har- 
vard Professor Samuel Hunt- 
ington, writing for David Rocke- 
feller’s elite Trilateral Commis- 
sion, said, “Truman had been 
able to govern the country with 
the cooperation of a relatively 
small number of Wall Street 
lawyers and bankers.” Pining 
away for the return of a plain- 
speaking flunkie is not exactly 
my idea of democratic recon- 
struction. Jt is instead a weird 
variety of American messian- 
ism; some of the concern for who 
killed JFK is perhaps another. 

Anson’s book is a valuable 
contribution in illuminating our 
recent history. More tough in- 
vestigative work along the lines 
he has established is required; 
his method and journalistic in- 
stincts are admirable. But he 
ought not to be so cautious about 
drawing conclusions from the 
material he has unearthed.

Poltergeists

Ghosts: The Illustrated His- 
tory, by Peter Haining, Mac-

At the turn of the century, one 
out of sixteen people surveyed 
claimed to have seen a ghost. 
Since then, nobody’s bothered to 
ask, but the one in sixteen is a 
statistic that ghost writer Peter 
Haining, editor of such ghoulish 
volumes as Summoned from the 
Tomb and The Hell of Mirrors, 
dug up for his sketchy compen- 
dium of historic ectoplasm, 
Ghosts: The Illustrated History. 

Ghosts is filled with unusual 
illustrations — antique engra- 
vings depicting nocturnal vis- 
itations from the great beyond, 
turn-of-the-century ‘‘ghost’’ 
photographs of varying believ- 
ability, obligatory views of well- 
known haunts like the crypt of 
Glamis Castle and Hampton 
Court Place, and a handful of 
oddball modern photos — for ex- 
ample, one of a Mr. William 
Hampson barricading his front 
stairs with a baby carriage to 
keep the spirits out of his bed- 
room. 

The text is built upon the il- 
lustrations, which, it turns out, 
are the only valid excuse for this 
book. Haining starts at the be- 
ginning, describing the “ghost 
phenomenon” and its place in 
history and literature: He hints 
at its possible basis in scientific 
fact and then proceeds to cas- 
ually mention every example of 
spirits of the dead from refer- 
ences in The Epic of Gilgamish 
to a recent Instamatic photo of 
Marilyn Monroe peeking out of 
her crypt. Haining could have 
turned all of his facts into fun, 
readable vignettes or researched 
them and exposed their fallibi- 
lity (or not, perhaps). Instead, he 
wrote this book as though it was 
a research paper assignment he 
didn’t want to do in the first 
place. He touches on hundreds of 
points in quick succession, 
avoiding both elaboration . and 
detail in a prose style that for- 
mer BU professor John Clayton 
has called ‘Academic Linear A.” 

Ghosts neither advocates nor 
discredits belief in ghost stories 
though the most successful chap- 
ters are those dealing with faked 
spiritualist illusions’ and . coun- 
terfeit ghost photographs. To- 
ward the end Haining teases us 
with some unexplained modern 
instances. There’s.a picture of 
Rosemary Brown, the London 
woman who claims that Liszt 
and Chopin entertain her with 
their latest tunes, which she then 
transcribes and performs for the 


press. And a photo of a woman 
lying in bed with a pencil hover- 
ing above her head. Much is 
made of Lincoln’s ghost repor- 
ted throughout various ad- 
ministrations to be roaming the 
White House. The publisher of 
Ghosts even sent a letter to Pres- 
ident Ford telling him what to 
expect. All in all, though, the 
text of this book is disappoin- 
ting because Haining doesn’t 
treat his examples with the fas- 
‘cination they merit. 

Also, there are numerous com- 
monplace ghostly 
that Haining has chosen to ig- 
nore — like the poltergeist who 
sneaks in and connects your ste- 
reo speakers out of phase in the 
night, and the gremlin who 
stocks the back of your kitchen 
shelves with Spam. And what 
about the fiend that lets your cat 
out when she’s in heat? 

This book could be more 
thorough. 


An Encore 
for Booth?

THE REINCARNATION OF 
JOHN WILKES BOOTH by 
Dell Leonardi, The Devon-

Loose investigative ends and 
allegations of conspiracy among 
high Cabinet officials have per- 
sisted in the case of the Lincoln 
assassination, yet after a cen- 
tury of historical inquiry no hard 
evidence has turned up. 

Psychic overtones have long 
suffused the affair, com- 
pounding the mysterious in- 
trigues of America’s first presi- 
dential murder. Not only did 
Lincoln dream of his own funer- 
al, but nearly thirty years later, 
in 1893, the roof of Ford’s The- 
ater caved in, killing a score of 
government office workers on the 
same day as the funeral of Ed- 
win Booth, the embittered 
brother of assassin John Wilkes. 

In 1969, quite unexpectedly,

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years, is it tentatively being 
lifted. 

Aware that some sort of empi- 
rical probing was called for to 
corroborate these sensational 
revelations, Dr. Leonardi and 
Wesley journeyed to London and 
Calais in’ 1971. They hoped to 
find the English cottage at which 
Booth lay low and reportedly 
buried a full written confession 
of the plot and the site of the 
graveyard in France where Booth 
died naturally in 1877. The ef- 
fects of industrialization and 
World War II, however, ap- 
peared to have obliterated any 
traces of these landmarks. 

The most promising lead they 
turned up was theater reviews in* 
the London Times of perform- 
ances by-Fairclough Boothroyd 
in the post-1865 years. Booth- 
royd, a minor American actor 
and reputed member of the 
Golden Circle, was done away 
with, according to the regressed 
Booth, in order to allow him to 
assume Boothroyd’s identity and 
resume life upon the stage. 

If further research shows that. 
the American Boothroyd, in fact, 
died on this side of the Atlantic 
before turning up in West End 
productions during the late 
1860’s, Dr. Leonardi will have 
more than a circumstantial case. 
Interestingly, the Times re- 
viewer expresses a note of sur- 
prise at the superior acting tal- 
ent of the unknown Boothroyd in 
his comparatively minor roles. 
Such low-profile parts are just 
the kind the egocentric Booth 
likely would have cultivated, as 
he could not remain cooped up 
idle in a cottage in the country- 
side. Indeed, from this period 
dates a story within the Booth 
family that, one day in London, 
Edwin and his mother recog- 
nized John alighting from a car- 
riage several years after the trag- 
ic events at Ford Theater and 
the Garrett Farm. 

Whether high theater or un- 
derground history, The Reincar- 
nation of John Wilkes Booth is 
an enthralling narrative. Like 
the Castaneda books, its meas- 
ured lucidity and creative parti- 
cipation of the investigator may 
make it a classic in the field of 
paranormal research. Dr. Leon- 
ardi wisely avoids the larger 
metaphysical questions, such as 
whether the Booth personality is 
drawn from Wesley’s subcon- 
scious, is a true previous rein- 
carnation, or is a discarnate en- 
tity temporarily in possession of 
Wesley’s faculties in the hynotic 
state. 

In one of its few moments of 
self-reflection, the spirit of Booth 
wistfully explains the dramat- 
ic role it played in that lifetime: 
“Tt was my second choice, and 
the only one available.”’ (Booth’s 
actor father Junius, it should be 
noted parenthetically, was a ve- 
getarian and pacifist and his sis- 
ter-to-be was named Asia. Evi- 
dently, at this point in time, 
there were few takers for this Bo- 
hemian opening on the earth 
plane. As for John Wilkes’ first 
choice, the inevitable and tanta- 
lizing inference is that he would 
have preferred to have played 
the lead — Abraham Lincoln!) 

As for Wesley, the medium for 
all of this heavy karma, his 
thoughts on the experiment ex- 
press a healthy skepticism rem- 
iniscent of ‘Edgar Cayce, who 
oncé disowned his remarks after 
waking up from a trance. “I 
couldn’t have been Booth,” Wes-

léss, self-absorbed tale of a 
thrice-wed California girl whom 
Fate compelled, some enchan- 
ted evening five years ago, to 
break a date with Wyatt Earp 
(in the person of Hugh O’Brien). 
This capricious exercise of what 
Mo would doubtless term ‘‘a wo- 
man’s prerogative” freed her to 
respond to Opportunity when 
John Wesley Dean III — “hand- 
some, medium height, slender, 
Brooks Brothers glen plaid suit, 
blue shirt with a button-down 
collar, wing-tip shoes, a slight 
tan” — knocked at her door, dis- 
solving all apprehensions “like 
ice cubes tossed into a volcano.” 
Like Love, their date was blind. 
According to the future Water- 
gate Wife, they spent it squeez- 
ing knees, embarrassing their 
companions, and he stayed over 
— in an absent roommate’s bed- 
room. Mother said never screw 
until the second date. 

The “‘Gee, John never told me 
anything, but I sure liked riding 
on Air Force One” bulk of Mo is 
spiced with a tawdry synopsis of 
the author’s Photoplayful past 
— the April Fools Day marriage 
to a football scout who had neg- 
lected to divorce his prior 
spouse; tying a Tijuanan knot 
with Number 2 before Number 1 
was annulled; the untimely 
death (crunched Corvette) of 2 
before she could divorce him; the 
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soirees with Wyatt. After that 
bell-ringing encounter with JWD 
III (as Mo usually refers to Dean; 
perhaps Gemstone got to her), 
Mo was through with all that 
Beverly Hills hustling and relo- 
cated in Washington. Here 
Poopsie pulled strings and swung 
her a job as housemother to the 


‘National Commission on Mar- 


ijuana and Drug Abuse, in which 
capacity she claims to have been 
mauled by Walter Annenberg 
(whom she reminded, with her 
“honest bun,” of an Impression- 
ist painting) and admits to spen- 
ding most. of her time figuring 
out which initials stood for which 
government agencies. Finally, 
convinced that John would nev- 
er buy the cow if he were getting 
the milk for free, Mo flounced 
back to California, steaming. It 
worked. 

Soon after their ’72 nuptials 
(Mo roasted the turkey herself), 
Dean’s life became a nightmare, 
Mo’s a contingent quest for the 
perfect suntan and something 
smashing to drape over it. She 
spent most of ’73 and ’74 in a snit 
over John’s absence and is able 
to arrange her sulks in chrono- 
logical order only by referring to 
a calendar on which she kept 
track of her birth control pill 
schedule. The only new and in- 
teresting revelations contained 
in Mo’s book are that dirty mov-

wine for Nixon’s second corona- 
tion. The Christian Scientists 
nixed plans for Tricky’s Hearty 
Burgundy, alas. 

There’s lots more, trash 
freaks. Mo is replete with inad- 
vertently hilarious commentary 
on marriage, the women’s move- 
ment, the sexes, Tricia and Jul- 
ie. The author tenderly chas- 
tises her mate for his failure, in 
anticipation of the Ervin hear- 
ings, to appreciate the magni- 
tude of her problem — what to 
wear before thirty million view- 
ers. Mo then regales us with her 
choices, tip to toe, day by day. 
Taken seriously, her book might 
set ERA back a decade. 

Readers (skimmers?) are 
bound to be boggled by how a 
respectable journalist like Hays 
Gorey became involved with Mo. 
It appears that while Dean was 
doing time, Mo was doing Time 
interviews and batted those va- 
cant eyes at Hays. Actually, her 
book might more appropriately 
have been ghosted by the Globe’s 
Marian Christy, wearing an Yves 
Saint-Laurent sheet.

Helping

In South Korea the country’s 
foremost poet awaits trial, ac- 
cused of aiding the communists. 
In the Soviet Union an import- 
ant author living in Siberian ex- 
ile has just been rushed to a hos- 
pital, suffering from the effects 
of years of imprisonment and a 
recent, nearly fatal, hunger 
strike. In Brazil a well-known 
journalist recently died within 
hours of entering police head- 
quarters, allegedly a suicide. Af- 
ter the coup in Chile, many jour- 
nalists were immediately de- 
tained. Pro-Allende radio sta- 
tions, newspapers and maga- 
zines were shut down. Marxist 
books were burned. In Czech- 
oslavakia, since the invasion by 
Warsaw Pact forces in 1968, in- 
tellectual life has atrophied. Po- 
lice invade apartments, im- 
pound personal manuscripts, jail 
dissident writers. In the name of 
communism — in the name of 
anti-communism — an endless 
litany of official crime, torture 
and murder. 

In the face of such widespread 
governmental abuse, Amnesty 
International (AI), a London- 
based organization which seeks 
to uphold the United Nations 
Universal Declaration of Hu- 
man Rights, has taken action in 
107 countries, has 3650 prison- 
ers under adoption or investiga- 
tion and has helped secure the 
release of 1403 prisoners. Speci- 
fically, with regard to journal-

ists, Article 19 of the Declara- 
tion asserts the right of everyone 
to “‘receive and impart informa- 
tion through any media.” But in 
more than 30 countries, writers 
and journalists are imprisoned 
for the conscientious exercise of 
their rights under Article 19. In

charge or trial, and some are 
subjected to cruel or degrading 
punishments. All are prisoners of 
conscience. 

This year in Brazil, at least 
500 people from all social classes 
and many professions have been 
arrested as part of a government 
campaign against the alleged

pers. 

Several cases of repression in 
Brazil have received interna- 
tional attention. Carlos Garcia, 
deputy head of the leading daily 
paper O Estado de Sao Paulo, 
was arrested at his office in 
March and subjected to 24 hours 
of electric shock (hanging from 
the wrists) and other forms of 
torture. The police wanted him 
to sign a statement that his pap- 
er was Communist-infiltrated 
and that he himself was the lead- 
er of the cell. But Garcia refused 
to sign and was released the next 
day. 

Vladimir Herzog was not so 
fortunate. At the end of Octo- 
ber, Brazilian military police ar- 
rested 15 journalists in Sao 
Paulo. Having received a sum- 
mons, Herzog went voluntarily 
to police headquarters. A few 
hours later, army authorities an- 
nounced that he had committed 
suicide after confessing to being

ished.” But torture has become a 
routine matter in Brazil. Luis 
Paulo Costa, ‘another journalist 
who had shared a cell with Her- 
zog for a short time, emerged 
with perforated ear drums and 
several teeth missing. Further- 
more, he was unable to walk be- 
cause of kicks applied to his 
spine. ° 

Amnesty International is 
working on behalf of such vic- 
tims of repression. During the 
past year, ted 142 pris- 
oners of c Brazil and 
initiated behalf of 
forty more. ettably, the si- 
tuation in Brazil is worsening. 
Unexplained disappearances al- 
ternate with allegations of tor- 
ture. Al has submitted a report 
to the Organization of American 
States describing repression in 
Brazil, but so far the regime of 
President Ernesto Geisel has ig- 
nored international protest. 

In the Soviet Union the Com- 
munist regime has an equally 
harsh aversion to independent 
authors. While Alexander. Solz- 
henitsyn and Andrei Sakharov 
are world-famous for their op- 
position to aspects of the Soviet 
regime, numerous other dissi- 
dent writers and activists have 
circulated unofficial material on 
the treatment of Soviet prison- 
ers. Among these people, Ana- 
toly Marchenko deserves parti- 
cular attention. 


After serving seven years in 

prisons and labor camps in the 
1960s, Marchenko wrote the 
most comprehensive account of 
Soviet prison life today. His 
book, My Testimony, describes 
the humiliation and abuse, the 
systematic starvation and med- 
ical neglect that characterize 
prisons in the Soviet Union. The 
regime has never forgiven 
Marchenko for this breach of en- 
forced silence. In 1968 he was ar- 
rested again and spent three 
more years in the camps where 
he grew ill with meningitis. 
Since his release, the author- 
ities have maintained their har- 
assment, first putting Marchen- 
ko under strict “administrative 
surveillance” and then arresting 
him this year for violating the 
terms of this parole. 
’ His trial, which took place in 
March, had numerous irregular- 
ities. Defense witnesses were not 
called, while others gave evi- 
dence that Marchenko de- 
nounced as pure fabrications. Al- 
though in the midst of a hunger 
strike, Marchenko gave a de- 
fiant final statement to the 
court: 

Even though I considered 
the parole illegal, I tried to 
abide by its restrictions ... I 
stopped obeying these rules 
only after I became con- 
vinced that the whole thing 
was a mockery. 

Since the end of last sum- 
mer, all my requests having to 


do with the well-being of my 
. family were turned down. I 
asked to be allowed to go to 
the Moscow railroad station 
in order to greet my aged and 
illiterate mother. I was re- 
fused. I asked to visit my sick 
child in Moscow. Refusal . . . 
When my son got sick, and 
there was some suspicion of 
scarlet fever, I asked permis- 
sion to take him to Moscow, 
since there was no pediatri- 
cian in Tarusa at the time... 
Deputy Chief Lunev told me 
I'd been refused. At that 
point I told him that I would 
no longer submit to the pa- 
role rules, and I took my wife 
and sick child to Moscow . . . 
It’s hard for one man by him- 
self to stand up against a pack 


of bandits, but even harder to — 


defend himself against gang- 

sters who call themselves the 

government. 

Marchenko was sentenced to 
four years of internal exile in 
Chuna, a small town in Siberia. 
He arrived there this spring, 
weak from a two-month hunger 
strike. Apparently, Marchenko 
could not recover his strength, 
for he was rushed to Irkutsk Hos- 
pital in the middle of Novem- 
ber. According to sources in 
Moscow, he is gravely ill with 
neuritis. For the past year 
Marchenko has requested visas 
to the United States, but the re- 
gime continues to refuse him 
permission to emigrate. Perhaps 
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when he recovers, the author- 
ities will permit him to leave, for 
unless they want him to d°>, it is 
hard to undergtand what rurth- 
er purpose his lack of freedom 
could serve. 

The Soviet government is not 
the only regime that fears its 
most talented writers. Kim Chi 
Ha is, by all accounts, the 
leading poet in South Korea to- 


day. Kim, however, has used his 


talent to call attention to the 
corruption and repression that 
pervade life in his country. For 
example, his first major work, 
Five Bandits, is a satire about 
the leaders of President Park 
Chung Hee’s regime, “the Ty- 
coon, the Assemblyman, the 
Government official, the Gen- 
eral ... each endowed with a 
robber’s sack as large as the balls 
of a bull.” 

Since Kim published this 
poem in 1970, he has been ar- 
rested several times, including 
instances when his verse was 
said to violate the anti-Com- 
munist law. Kim was arrested 
again in March. Charged with 
sedition, he faces a possible 
death penalty for his aecounts of 
repression and torture in South 
Korea. 

Regrettably, the three cases 
outlined above are only in- 
stances of the widespread sub- 
version of human rights that 
characterizes governments on 
every continent. While Amnesty 
International has adopted indi- 


vidual prisoners, it has also de- 
scribed the patterns of repres- 
sion that overwhelm whole popu- 
lations. During the past two 
years, AI has issued reports on 
South Korea, Spain, Brazil and 
Chile. And just this December, 
Al issued a long-awaited report 
on the treatment of political 
prisoners in the Soviet Union. 
Relying on information from 
former prisoners, including Ana- 
toly Marchenko, AI. confirms 
that systematic starvation is 
carried out in Soviet prisons and 
labor camps. Moreover, the re- 
port carefully explains how the 
regime, despite its reform of Sta- 
lin’s methods, has yet to deal 
fairly with persons accused of a 
political crime, for to this day no 
one has ever been acquitted of a 
political crime in a Soviet court. 
*

* thers and muted illustrations 
drift by for young children; 
death, American history and 
“how to” books tumble by for 
older children. One thread join- 
ing this disparate lot of books is 
the how-to-cope syndrome 
(When I Say No, I Feel Guilty, 
How to Be Your Own Best 
Friend, etc.). Also evident, in the 
abundance of understated illus- 
tration, is the severe economic 
crunch hitting the children’s 
book industry. 

Even with less flamboyant il- 
lustrations, most quality hard- 
cover children’s baoks cost $5.95. 
For that money, it’s worth as- 
suring that a book will provide 
hours, rather than seconds, of 
enjoyment. Ir picture books, 
look for rhythmic, graceful text 
defining vibrant characters, 


shown in appropriate, original il- 
lustration. For older children, 
seek novels of intense, personal 
relevance or books designed for 


practical use over a long period » 


of time. 

Identity problems, joyous 
graphics. and subtle text char- 
acterize several vital new pic- 
ture books. The Smartest Bear 
and His Brother Oliver presents 
the plight of Ronald Bear trying 
desperately to complete study- 
ing his encyclopedia so he will be 
the smartest bear and no longer

to be confused with his glutton- 
ous twin, Oliver. 

Ronald’s frustration increases 
as hibernation approaches. Fall 
feasting is in full gear, and ‘poor 
Ronald moans over his stew, 
“But, Ma, I can still taste my 
lunch,” while Oliver devours his 
pudding, demanding more rai- 
sins for color contrast. For- 
tunately, Ronald sees his indi- 
viduality recognized by his par- 
ents’ prehibernation birthday 
presents — a bakery truck for 
Oliver and a typewriter for him- 


self. 

The plot offers only a glimpse 
of this delightful book. Clever 
brown and white illustrations, 
etched with great detail and a 
fine textural quality, work with 
the artist’s imagination and hu- 
mor to expand the text — Oliver 
surrounded by food droppings or 
a trail of shells, Tom Jones style 
eating scenes. The lengthy, hum- 
orous text will entertain a read- 
ing 8-year-old, while the plot and 
pictures will delight a listening 
4-year-old.

Identity problems haunt ano- 
ther animal in The Mixed-Up 
Chameleon. Quickly and econ- 
omically the text sets the tone. 
“On a green leaf sat a small 
green chameleon. It moved onto 
a brown branch and turned 
brownish. ...” It caught flies 
with its tongue. “That was its 
life.’ Excitement arrives when 
the chameleon spots a zoo over 
the hill. His poor self-image 
quickly emerges; he yearns to be 
like the polar bear, and, presto, 
he’s white. Still dissatisfied, he 
finally sports the flamingo’s pink 
wings, the giraffe’s long neck and 
various other appendages. But, 
when he spots a fly, he is unable 
to use his tongue. The instant he 
wishes to be himself, he is — and 
the story ends. The theme is old, 


‘but the treatment is original. 


Particularly effective are the pic- 
tures — large, primitive, and 
very brightly crayoned. They 
function as illustrations in a pic- 
ture book should; they actually 
tell part of the story — the text 
stops describing each new 
change. 

Self-image is a human prob- 
lem, too, as Barney the Beard 
can attest: In the town of Conn, 
in the county of Cork, live two 
bakers named Barney. — Bar- 
ney the Baker and the younger, 
bearded Barney the Beard. Bar- 


“ney senior praetically retires, 


while his younger, talented toun- 
terpart becomes known as a born 
baker. Is he satisfied? You can 
bet your bottom torte he isn’t. 
He wants to be known as Bar- 
ney the Baker. Shaving off his 
beard, he smugly awaits his due 
title. The townspeople, momen- 
tarily stunned, notice his fine 
bushy hair and call him Barney 
the Bush who was Barney the 
Beard. Well, things go downhill 
with each succeeding change un- 
til the poor man is called Bar- 
ney the Bristles who was Barney 
the Bald who was Barney the 
Bush who was Barney the Beard. 
In anger and despair he closes 
shop and sulks until news comes 
of his blue ribbon for baking and

the concomitant title of Barney 
the Master Baker. The plea- 
sures of the text, with its folk- 
tale style and almost percep- 
tible brogue, are enhanced by 
the cheerful, sketchy watercol- 
ors. 

These three books reassure 
children in their daily concerns, 
but they all feature males. So /z- 
zie will arrive as a treasure for 
the right child, one who enjoys 
listening to quiet, warm stories. 
Izzie is a stuffed cat presented to 
3!2-year-old Cary. It becomes 
her ever-present companion, sur- 
viving grape juice, mud, lobster 
butter and several restuffings 
until Mother practically re- 
makes Izzie. By then Cary goes 
off to kindergarten, and Izzie, 
though still loved, stays behind 


conveys a mood of comfort and 
family loving, while capturing 
the life of an active, bright child. 
Robert Parker’s watercolors sus- 
tain the mood and effectively 
catch the color and feel of na- 
ture. 

A Christmas must for the child 
lacking a folktale collection is 
The Three Bears and 15 Other 
Stories. Folktale collections 
abound, but this one offers two 
important features: authentic 
text and a picture on every page. 
This book is a bargain; it nearly 
equals 15 single-version folk-tale 
books. The illustrations, in 
Rockwell’s direct, clear water- 
color style, will hold children’s 
interest as they listen — or read. 
A few double-spreads offer very 
little text and very large pic- 
tures, effectively syncopating the 
rhythm of the book. The selec- 
tion is basic “The Three 
Pigs,” ‘Henny Penny” — with a 
nice variation on “The Little 


Red Hen,” where the lazy cock 
and mouse jump at a chance to 
reform. 

As children grow, selecting 
books for them grows increas- 
ingly difficult. Two new books 
that will merit reuse are My 
Backyard History Book and 
Making Things: Book 2. The 
theme of the first book is that 
history is all around you, in your 
backyard, attic, and down Main 
Street. Attractively designed, 
with beige paper and brown ink, 
casually well-written, the book 
personalizes history, explaining 
first a family name chart, a 
birthday time capsule, and how 
to collect slang expressions used 
by your parents and grandpar- 
ents. 

Making Things: Book 2 is ac- 
curately titled. The wide range 
of interesting things to make in- 
cludes paper from vegetable fi- 
bers, string bikinis, doughnut 
blouses, and bread. Especially 
noteworthy are the author’s step- 


by-step, reassuring instructions, 
complete with helpful sketches. 
Carefully structured, the book 
will appeal to children who feel 
overwhelmed by complicated 
projects. The book-making sec- 
tion offers the experimenter al- 
most sure success on a basic 
book, before it explains increas- 
ingly complex variations. This 
kind of kid’s book also happens 
to be very useful to adults. 
Somehow the directions are 
clearer than in a craft book de- 
signed for adults. 

To thoroughly unite adults 
and children in book involve- 
ment this winter, along comes 
Thirteen, a dizzyingly different 
book for the imaginative. 

Each of the 13 pictorial tales 
proceeds simultaneously, al- 
lotted one space on each spread. 
But there’s also a 14th factor on 
each spread, a boxed Preview of 
Coming Attractions, depicting, 
in miniature, the following 
spread. A unifying theme seems 


to be the immutability of change 
with the passage of time. 

One of the more direct tales is 
“The Mystery of the Pyramid.” 
Succeeding sequences depict a 
pyramid alone in the desert, a 
gradually enlarging Arab carry- 
ing an hourglass, and sand fal- 
ling through the hourglass until 
the original pyramid scene is re- 
created. The ‘Unwanted Al- 
phabet” is an oddly appealing 
tale. Each sequence shows the 
open alphabet book in progress; 
it begins with abandoned book, 
proceeds through greasy hand- 
kerchief, and concludes with yes- 
terday’s zucchini. 

Thirteen’s soft artwork 
mostly blues, pinks and purples 
— is sometimes slightly blurry 
but lovely nonetheless; it also re- 
presents a_ startling collabor- 
ation of two artists. The tales 
vary in humor and originality, 
but the book’s unique concep- 
tion overrides the small incon- 
sistencies.

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War Reporting: 
The Great Rewrite

THE FIRST CASUALTY: 
From The Crimea to Vietnam: 
The War Correspondent as 
Hero, Propagandist and Myth 
Maker, by Phillip Knightley, 
Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, 
$12.95. 


In 1917 as war was raging ac- 
ross Europe, Sen. Hiram John- 
son of California stood up in the 
US Senate and spoke of his fears 
for a nation drifting toward war. 
“The first casualty when war 
comes is truth,” he said. 

America was soon to find out 
just how true his dictum proved. 
Three years of war in Europe had 
brought the world’s four great- 
est powers to the brink of col- 
lapse. Losses in human terms 
were unprecedented and incom- 
prehensible: 300,000 French kil- 
led in 10 days at the Battle of 
Frontiers; 60,000 British casual- 
ties in one afternoon alone in the 
Battle of the Somme. 

Of course, for the sake of mor- 
ale, such horrifying figures had 
to be kept from the public. Few 
in Europe and fewer still in the 
US were aware of the extent of 
the carnage. Strict censorship 
was imposed on all war news. 
The British developed the first 
great propaganda machine this 
century — the model for all to 
come after — and the standard 
orders of the British Army press 
officers at all press briefings 
were: “It is not the accuracy of 
the news as its effect that mat- 
ters.” 

The British government and 
press launched a massive and ef- 
fective campaign through the 
American press and its corres- 
pondents directed at persuading 
America to enter the war on its 
side. The story of the heroic 
struggle of the Allies against the 
raping and plundering Bosche 
was not lost on Americans. 

Full news of the Somme ‘and 
Frontiers never reached this side 
of the ocean. The sinking of the 
Lusitania was carefully recast as 
an anti-American act. Atrocity 
stories were fabrjcated. Under 
the influence of what they read 
in their newspapers, the Amer- 


ican public and its leaders came 
to view the war as a simple strug- 
gle between good and evil and 
were soon driven to what con- 
temporary journalist Raymond 
Fosdick described as an “ec- 
stacy of hate.” 

Within weeks of Senator John- 
son’s warning, America was at 
war. There were celebrations in 
town squares and people sang 
‘Just. as Washington Crossed the 
Delaware, General Pershing will 
cross the Rhine.”’ Recruiting pos- 
ters showed wistful Christy girls 
urging their beaux to go off to 
fight for Democracy and Free- 
dom. It was all going to be grand. 

Of course, it wasn’t. Amer- 
ican troops were ill-trained and 
poorly supplied. Not a single 
American plane or heavy gun 
ever got to France. But none of 
this was reported. When West- 
brook Pegler of the New York 
Times tried to send a piece about 
doughboys dying of pneumonia 
for lack of dry clothing, the cen-

sors stopped the cable and soon, 
under pressure from General 
Pershing, Pegler was recalled. 
For 125 years, the war corres- 
pondent has been the public’s 
main source of war news. Yet in 
this remarkable book, Phillip 
Knightley, a correspondent for 
the Sunday Times of London, 
shows just how unreliable this 
source has been. Relying pri- 
marily on retrospective books, 
articles and interviews, he shows 
how the correspondent has con- 
veyed images of war distorted by 
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personal bias, patriotic inhibi- 
tions, military or government 
censorship, and editorial mani- 
pulation. 

Advocacy war reporting, al- 
ready the rule during the First 
World War, reached absurd 
heights during the Spanish Civ- 
il War where many journalists 
practiced self-censorship when 
they thought it in the best inter- 
est of the side they supported. 
Ernest Hemingway, for ex- 
ample, refused to report a mass 
of summary “executions” com- 


~ 


mitted by the Republican side. 
Arthut Koestler concocted anti- 
Franco atrocity stories, ‘‘to shock 
the people, to wake.them up.” 
While Knightley tries to res- 
trict his ‘study to reporting on 
how the correspondents have re- 
ported war, the issue at the heart 
of the book is simply: what is the 
duty of the correspondent and 
the media in reporting war? 
Most Americans got their news 
of the war in Vietnam from tele- 
vision. Yet most TV reports — 
until late in the war — were in 
the form of two-minute lectures 
on war techniques or 40-second 
“illustrated headlines.” If one 
hoped to learn something more 
substantial about what the war 
meant to the Vietnamese or even 
of the deterioration of the Amer- 
ican army, he was out of luck. 
Programs such as Morley: Saf- 
er’s “Vietnam” were the excep- 
tion. They didn’t make for ex- 
citing, action-packed entertain- 
ment, which is what the public 
wanted. Without a doubt, ig- 


= norance of the true situation in 


Vietnam contributed to popular 


2 support for the war after its 
hopelessness was clear even to 


many in the military. The net- 
works and their correspondents 
bear some of. the burden. 
Knightley tries to avoid draw- 
ing conclusions on this matter. 
Yet I wonder if we who watch the 
news can afford to do the same. 
If it is action-packed war adven! 
ture that the media feel they 
must present, perhaps we will 
yet find ourselves back in the 
grips of the likes of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst who, in 1898, cab- 
led his bored Havana correspon- 
dent: “Please remain. You fur- 
nish pictures. I’ll provide war.”

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Ivory Tower 
Flunkies?

SCALING THE IVORY TO- 
WER: MERIT AND ITS LIM- 
ITS IN ACADEMIC CA- 
REERS by Lionel S.. Lewis, 
Johns Hopkins University 
Press, 238 pp. 


Six months ago, I reviewed in 
these pages Seymour Martin 
Lipset’s The Divided Academy, 
a rather smug apologia for aca- 
deme which marshaled an in- 
timidating array of statistics to 
prove, among other things, that 
our system of higher education 
generally rewards the: best and 
the brightest professors (wheth- 
er it rewards students, bright or 
otherwise, is not among Lipset’s 
concerns). Lionel Lewis is an- 
other sociologist, many of whose 
values, one suspects, are not that 
opposed to Lipset’s. But Scaling 
the Ivory Tower is a bitter at- 
tack which contends that aca- 
demic success is decided not so 
much by merit, as by such pre- 
sumably irrelevant factors as so- 
ciability, sex, personal appear- 
ance and the like. 

Lewis’s research, much of it 
based on letters of recommen- 
dation for graduate school ad- 
missions and faculty appoint- 
ments, reveals a riot of grotes- 
queries. One recommendation (if 
one can call it that) observes 
that the candidate 

has a good personality .and 

the only objectionable feat- 

ure that I have noted is that 
this last semester he has rais- 
ed a beard. I thought his ap- 
pearance without the beard 
was very nice. I do not know 
how permanent the beard is. 

Otherwise I am sure you 

would be well pleased with 

him in this position. 

Of an applicant to graduate 
school, a prof writes: “Although 
she is rather short, she compen- 
sates by drive and perseverance 
and usually attains her goal.” 
Another candidate, it is warned, 
‘sometimes ... may get too in- 
volved in her courses and stud- 
ies.” 

Lewis’s righteous indignation 
leads him to forget, however, 
that such examples go only so far 
in proving his point — for he has 
no information regarding which 
candidates were successful. His 
evidence demonstrates only that 
letters of recommendation are 
often biased — not that admis- 
sions and appointments are. He 
is on surer ground when he as- 
sails the statistically verifiable 
in-breeding of the more presti- 
gious universities, which hire 
and promote almost exclusively 
from within and from each other. 
Still, many of Lewis’s argu- 
ments are obvious. Of course, 
universities, like any other in- 
stitutions, favor those who don’t 
rock the boat, who make char- 
ming — but never challenging — 
conversation over cocktails. 
Even Lewis must lamely con- 
clude a chapter: “That academ- 
ics are so much like other people 
is worth reiterating ....’’ Who 


‘ever thought they weren’t? 


Everyone already knows that 
teaching ability counts for very 
little when it comes to granting 
tenure, that women have a tough 


time of it. And who would deny . 


that “‘One’s future is greatly in- 

fluenced by one’s past’’? 
Lewis’s only ‘surprising con- 

tention is that scholarly publi- 
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cation has little effect on aca- 
demic advancement. Publish-or- 
perish, he insists, “is largely a 
fraud.” Still, Lewis must admit, 
“The man who publishes abso- 
lutely nothing will most assur- 
edly find himself downwardly 
mobile from a major university, 
and the man whose name ap- 
pears often in reputable jour- 
nals can expect to receive some 
rewards ... .”’ So his point is no- 
where near as dramatic as he 
makes it seem. 

Overstatement and cheap 
shots continually undermine 
Scaling the Ivory Tower. An 
example of the latter, which 
Lewis declines to support with 
any evidence: ‘Fewer individ- 
uals spend their hours doggedly 
working through an intellectual 
problem, and more research 
teams spend their afternoons 
writing progress reports, culti- 
vating stratagems to assure the 
refunding of a project, and or- 
dering about research assist- 
ants.” (That last crack is en- 
tirely gratuitous.) In addition, 
the freedoms Lewis takes with 
statistics can be appalling: a 
table which indicates that “‘there 
is little unqualified commit- 
ment to academic freedom”’ 
among faculty members shows, 
only two sentences later, “that 
there is a general lack of support 
for academic freedom.” Nor is 
Lewis above self-contradiction. 
He defends academic freedom 
rather stridently, yet later casti- 
gates universities which demon- 
strate “their impartiality by tol- 
erating.any group, any idea, and 
any form of behavior on cam- 
pus.” He criticizes “‘the struggle 
for grades” as “‘perhaps the most 
divisive activity in which stu- 
dents engage,”’ but his ideal mer- 
itocratic institution, in which re- 
wards are based solely on ability 
and accomplishment, is clearly 
impossible without some sort of 
grading system. 


Like most idealists, Lewis, 
though he habitually quotes 
Thorstein Veblen, is blithely in- 
different to economics. Thus, he 
can assert that instances of de- 
partments in which a large num- 
ber of tenured members bars 
“the advancement of those still 
on probation are rare. When the 
market is tight, the mediocre 
would not be expected to move 
up as rapidly as when it is not, 


- but the rate of promotion for the 


more talented would probably be 
fairly constant.” This is poppy- 
cock: as funds and student en- 
rollment decrease, more and 
more universities are being forc- 
ed to let go junior professors — 
talented or otherwise — because 
they simply cannot afford the 
salary that granting another ten- 
ured position would entail. And 
ask any recent PhD about the 
market for first jobs. Further, 
Lewis’s ideal university” would 
not be beholden to the com- 
munity around it, to business or 
to the government. Unless such 
an institution enjoyed a thriving 
alchemy department, with what 
would it pay its bills? 

There are worthwhile sections 
of Scaling the Ivory Tower: a 
skimpy but provocative critique 
of faculty unions, a persuasive 
description of how universities 
have grown more like govern- 
ment bureaucracies and aban- 
doned the corporate model as the 
sources of their funding have 
shifted correspondingly. Much of 
Lewis’s attack on our system of 
higher education is justified, but 
this is precisely what makes his 
book so frustrating, for its’ dia- 
tribes and manifold (and mani- 
fest) faults do his cause.a disser- 
vice. 
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information. .

COLETTE: A: TASTE FOR 
LIFE by Yvonne Mitchell, 
Harcourt Brace Jevanovich, 
240 pp., $14.95. 

The present revival of interest 
in Colette follows neatly upon an 
enthusiastic-exhumation of Vir- 
ginia Woolf. And it betrays the 
same neglect of the writing 
through which the subject wish- 
ed to be known, in favor of what 
in her lifetime was salacious gos- 
sip — now sterilized in the em- 
balming fluid of literary history. 

Colette, even more than her 
English sister in letters, is vul 
nerable to misuse: to glorifica- 
tion of the grand geste, however 
much she may have doubted its 
execution, and to canonization 
in the name of causes never fore- 
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seen, much less embraced. In 
this sense, Ms. Mitchell’s choice 


of emphasis places Colette on a- 
‘social-hydraulic lift of van- 


guardism, while precluding a 
possibly less popular investiga- 
tion of the writer’s conflicts and 
motives in her own time. 

Not to imply that this biog- 
raphy, as far as it goes, is inac- 
curate. On the contrary, since 
most of its assumptions are cull- 
ed from the self-observant Col- 
ette’s own works: that her most 
highly developed sense was 
olfactory, for-instance, or that 
she preferred female to male 
pets, or that her friendship with 
homosexuals of both sexes was a 
matter of platonic  enlighten- 
ment, or, at its shadiest, a ref- 
uge from loneliness. 

Thus Colette: A Taste for Life 
(unfortunate epigram for a sty- 
list) offers on the one hand a sub- 


tle distortion through the nar- - 


rowing prism. of contemporary 
feminism, and, on the other, a 


watered-down version of the wit- 
ty sensibility available full- 
strength in Colette’s own 
writing. 

And yet, readers will welcome 
Ms. Mitchell’s effort — not for 
the adulatory text, but for the 
pictures. Eighty-three illustra- 
tions include the most stimu- 
lating Colettiana: her one- 
legged, twin-bearded father, the 
Captain, propped against the 
farmhouse wall; herself at four- 
teen, sailorsuited in a ham- 
mock, with Mona Lisa half-smile 
and braids to her ankles — later 
metamorphosed to a plump- 
armed, pert odalisque, strateg- 
ically swathed in the skin of an 
unliterary lion. Her pretty, neg- 
lected daughter, the pets, the 
gardens, the defiant eyes of old 
age, intensified by artful make- 
up. A photogenic woman, she re- 
vealed herself with the same con- 
fidence to the camera as to pa- 
per.

In 1773 Franz Anton Mesmer 
announced the discovery of a 
healing art he called “animal 
magnetism.” In less than five 
years it had spread across Eur- 
ope, and was being used to treat 
thousands for what we would to- 
day call psychosomatic. ill- 
nesses. Mesmer’s own clinic was 
in Paris and what went on there 
bears noting. Patients were 
brought into a large, ill-lit room.

The patients took metal 
rods that protruded from the 
tubs and ‘pressed them against 
the parts of their bodies which 
were giving trouble.

However bizarre all this ap- 
pears now, mesmerism did: work 
and could cure psychosomatic 
illnesses. Even the investigatory 
bodies of two scientific aca- 
demies grudgingly acknow- 
ledged the efficacy of Mesmer’s 
healing art. What they could not 
stomach was Mesmer’s explan- 
ation of why it worked. The 
theory behind animal magne- 
tism was an improbably mix- 
ture of Newton, Descartes, and a 
couple just plain crackpot 18th- 
century metaphysicians. Mes- 
mer thought his therapeutic suc- 
cesses were due-to his ability to 
stimulate the flow of animal 
fluids that coursed through the 
universe, fluids that not only 
made for healthy personalities, 
but held the solar system to- 
gether as well. Where there was 
harmony in the cosmos there was 
“magnetic fluid.” 

Buranelli’s biography takes as 
its focus this push-pull in Mes- 
mer’s career between his real 
clinical insights into the nature 
of psychosomatic illnesses and 


‘his dogged insistence on ac- 


counting for these things in 
terms of his fluid. As Buranelli 
makes clear, this rigidity in Mes- 
mer eventually led to his fall 
from grace. Theatrical satires 
and a barrage of denunciatory 
pamphlets forced Mesmer into 
an early retirement in Switzer- 
land. He spent the last thirty 
years of his life tending to the 
everyday medical needs of the 
burghers in his small village. 
But the mesmerist movement 
was far‘from dead. Indeed, one of 
the surprisés of Buranelli’s book 
is mesmerism’s immense influ- 
ence. Its importance’ for psy- 
chiatry has been well-documen- 
ted. Mesmer put hypnosis and 
the concept of catharsis at the 
center of therapeutic techni- 
ques. But Mesmer also seems to 
have been carefully read by Bal- 
zac, Hugo, Dickens, and Poe. A 
number of important political 
radicals in Paris got their start 
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before the revolution in mes- 
merist enclaves. Soon one be- 
gins to see, with Buranelli, that 
getting clear about Mesmer and 
his movement is of far more than 
just anecdotal interest.

Poets Into 
Ploughshares 


PLOUGHSHARES 2/4., edited 
by Frank Bidart, $2.95. 

There are poets who write 
poems to the mother and poets 
who write poems to the father. 
The poets in the current, and 
handsomely printed (kudos to 
the Barn Dream Press) issue of 
Ploughshares belong (with no- 
table exceptions) to the latter 
band of poets. Included in the is- 
sue is William Nestrick’s inte- 
resting essay on George Her- 
bert, which offers an interesting 
way of looking at poems to the 
father. This is one of several es- 
says in an issue that also con- 
tains interpolated pages of 
quotes from ancestral figures 
and translations from earlier po- 
ets (Dante, Horace, etc.) who be- 
lieved that art came out of an 
agon with the work of earlier art- 
ists. Nestrick is concerned with 
Herbert’s attempt to construct 
out of gift-giving an aesthetic 
which would undercut the dual- 
ism of complementary relation- 
ships, that would not make God 
and man seem like businessmen 
trying to outdo each other in gen- 
erosity and social virtue. Poems 
to the father are characterized 








by this dualism, or agon — face 
to face combat with the father 
for his estate or attributes. 
Sometimes, however, it’s the son 
who loses his attributes. 

The Robert Lowell poems in 
this issue of Ploughshares are in- 
teresting in this respect. What 
seems to exist in the poem “In 
the Ward” is an internalized 
father so rigid, so separated from 
the world himself, that he be- 
comes a form of psychic bond- 
age, a dream that possesses the 
son, filling him with a hunger 
that cannot be nourished and 
which compels him to eat or des- 
troy without limit. This incom- 
mensurability of self and spirit 
(‘Somewhere your spirit/led the 
highest life; all places matched/ 
with that place/come to. noth- 
ing”) is only rhetorically healed 
by Lowell’s appeal to the worth- 
lessness of his own commod- 
ities: “It’s an illusion death or 
technique/can wring the truth 
from us like water.” 

One very unusual thing about 
this issue is that the poem I like 
best is by the editor, Frank Bi- 
dart. Called “Ellen West,” the 
poem is based upon a case study 
by the existential psychoanalyst 
Ludwig Binswanger and rescues 
Ellen West’s psychic contradic- 
tions from Binswanger’s at- 


tempts to give them a false un- 
ity and transparency. 

Poets who write poems to the 
mother often identify the lost ob- 
ject the mother represents with 
their own selves. The mother is 
never internalized and therefore 
never given up. As in the case of 
Ellen West, the relationship re- 
mains symbiotic. Ellen feels that 
she is not whole and finds this 
belief in the faces of everyone (“I 
am crippled. I disappoint you’’). 
The périod of separation from 
the mother is also the period of 
the development of language. 
(This is-why I think the reflec- 
tions on language in a poem like 
“Ellen West” are more useful 
than the knowing lines of Octa- 
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vio Paz in which “The year’s 
doors open/like those of lan- 
guage.”’) The creation of clear 
boundaries between the child 
and mother is also the creation of 
the possibility of exchange. In 
Ellen’s reflections on the dete- 
rioration of Maria Callas’s voice 
after her dramatic weight loss, 
she sees Callas, like herself, 
identifying completely with her 
loss, her incompleteness (‘‘Per- 
haps her mind/ravenous, still in- 
satiable, sensed/that to struggle 
with the shreds of a voice/must 
make her artistry subtler, more 
refined/more capable of express- 
ing humiliation/rage, be- 
trayal...’). Ellen West’s re- 
fusal to eat in also a refusal to 


speak, and her suicide her ulti- 
mate refusal of reciprocity. 

I also got a great deal of pleas- 
ure from Eleanor Ross Taylor’s 
“New Dust” (which treats Ran- 
dall Jarrell’s death through a 
poem to the mother), from 
Drummond de Andre’s “The 
Elephant” and from Joyce Pese- 
roff's ‘“The Hardness Scale.” At 
the exchange rate of $2.95, sup- 
porting this group of poets de- 
claiming their own insufficiency 
of means is almost an obliga- 


tion.
